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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 A and IB should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawing sheets are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference character(s) mentioned in the description: "40". 
Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the specification is 
replete with grammatical errors and should be reread. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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4. The use of the trademark VELCRO has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 10 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to the claims from which they depend in the alternative. 
See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claim 10 not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

6. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-13 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

7. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite in that it 
fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is an omnibus 
type claim. 

Claims 3,4,6,7 and 9 contain the trademark/trade name VELCRO. Where a trademark or 
trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or 
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product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 
See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the 
trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. 
A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. 
Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the 
trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to 
identify/describe hook and loop fasteners and, accordingly, the identification/description is 
indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Flowers. Note the 
helmet 10 with a hard outer shell and nylon rear and web retention straps as at 12, 14, 16, 40. 

10. Claims 2, 6, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Halstead. 
Note the chin trauma device as at 102 and the occipital trauma device as at 18. 

11. Claims 5, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hilleary. 
Note the chinstrap device 80 with VELCRO fasteners and of plastic cushioning material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained thougb the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claims 3, 4, 7 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Flowers in view of Hilleary. Flowers does not teach a chin trauma device or horizontal 
VELCRO strap as claimed. Hilleary teaches old the use of a chin trauma device or VELCRO 
strap as at 80. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to provide the helmet of Flowers with the device 80 of Hilleary to achieve the 
advantage of effecting cushioning for the user's chin. 

Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Note particularly, the retention systems of Holden, Bulbulian, Miller, Donovan, Cho, 
Feder, Baker et al., Kastendieck et aL, Mickel, European patent to Bell, Aileo, Zide et al., Latina, 
Wexler and Chiarella.
